ort, Ky.. Aug. 30 —Super 
iniendent of Public Initruction 
Barkadale Hamlett states that sev- 
eral more cases of padded school 
censuses have been unearthed in the 
past few days and that the discovery 
has saved the State over $200,000 hi- 
resdy, snd that he believes the total 
amount ultimately saved will reach 
$600,000. 

Prof. Hamlett says the investiga- 
tion of these school census frauds de- 
veloped the fact that dead people, 
unborn children and people living in 
other States and foreign countries 
have been put on the school census 
returns. He will take steps st once 
to put ssch one before the grand 
jury in the county where the pad- 
ding was done and the guilty parties 
will be vigorously prosecuted and 
sent to the peniteutiary. if possible.

gated now and further frauds are 
exptcted to develop.

Moving Pictures. 

Gianni Betinni. an Italian inven- 
tor, has recently perfected a new 
device which makes it possible for 
almost any amateur photographer 
to make his own moving pictures. 
Not only does the new mechanism 
bring the cost within the means of 
the average amateur, but the result- 
ing pictures are actually clearer and 
sharper than those produced in the 
ordinary way by the use of a moving 
film of celluloid. 

In accomplishing these astonishing 
results Bettini has exactly reversed 
the principle of the usual moving 
picture machine, in which the film 
travels back of the lens from spool 
to spool. His photographs are made 
in series on a glass plate, which is 
held rigid, while the lense. itself, 
moves. 

The glass plates used in the Bet- 
tini machine measure eight and one- 
half inches in length by five and ont- 
half inches in width. The photo- 
graphs taken in series on this plate 
are only five- sixteenths of>an inch 
in width by one-quarter inch in 
depth. In this way sixteen consecu- 
tive pictures appear in a line and on 
each plate there are thirty-six linet, 
making a total of 576 images. The 
photographs are taken at the rate 
of twelve or more a second as the 
lense travels to and fro. 

The cost of a plate of this kind is 
four cents, while a celluloid film long 
enough to carry the same number 
of pictures costs tl.BO. The Bettini

ROOT COTTON FOUND IN ORIENT. 

An interesting new tropical prod- 
uct is the "root cotton," described by 
S. Kusano, a Japanese botanist. It 
is a fibrous covering of the roots of 
Fagara integrifoliola, an abundant 
plant of the Philippines, and espe- 
cially of Botel Tobago, an island 
near Formosa. The substance seems 
to be a kind of cork tissue, resem- 
bling the ordinary cork developed 
on the hark of trees. The fibers, of 
light straw color and silky luster, 
are very fine, soft, and weak, and are 
easily pulverized to a waxy powder, 
They are less hygroscopic than ordi- 
nary cotton, having remarkable re- 
sistance to wetting by water. In 
Bote 1 Tobago the natives use the root 
cotton for calking boats, and in the 
Philippines it is employed for such 
purposes as stuffing pillows. Not 
ieast of the advantages of this mate- 
rial as a possible article of commerce 
is the fact that it can be removed 
without injury to the roots, thui 
making cultivation simple. 

FERTILE NEW ZEALAND. 

As showing the wonderful produc- 
tivity of the soil in some of the lo- 
calities of New Zealand, one grower 
recently took 32 cases of Bon Cretien 
pears off a single tree, while several 
plum trees actually fell over owing 
to the enormous weight of fruit the 
trees were carrying. This is not an 
isolated case of heavy bearing, as 
numbers of other growers in the 
same districts have had similar ex 
periences.

Many a Good Animal Ruined by im- 
proper Flooring, Especially 
During Summir Montha. 

Many a good hora« la ruined not by 
work but by the atable he la kept In. 
8ome are compelled to atand on ft 
floor of cobble itonea. Wben a horse 
atampa on aiich a floor all through the 
fly season It la little wonder the f»nt 
are aore, hoofa cracked and brokan. 
or the ligaments strained Some are 
• ompellcd to Mand on a dirt floor 
with great hol*s cauaed by constant 
stamping. The urine gather* and fer- 
ments and the feet of the poor horae 
are soaked In a disease-producing so- 
lutlon. 

A dirt floor la beat when kept In 
proper condition. It la cool and aoft 
for the feet, but only very careful at- 
tentlon will keep It free from holea 
and filth. 

It la a common practice on many 
farms to let the manure pile up behind 
the hor8ea until It la a mlrey meaa 

of worm-breeding and ammonla-pro- 
produclng filth In which the horse 
must wade to get In and out of the 
stall, and often has to keep hla hind 
feet In It all the time. In winter the 
conditions are a little better, the ma- 
nure being frozen solid. The horae 
stands with hind feet higher than the 
front feet. 

Ammonia la destructive to the. har- 
neaa and is bad for the horses' eyea 
and lungs. It Is valuable as a ferti- 
llxer, and the place for It 1i growing 
crops— not In the horae stable. Count- 
less millions of flies hatch in the ma- 
nure of a horae barn If it la not 
cleaned up. 

It Is a mistake to have the horses 
face the windows or *be kept In a 
dark stable, ffck Injures the eyes of 
the horsea facing the light all the time 
as much aa it would yours. It Is bad 
to keep the stable dark, especially In 
winter, for a horae la nearly blind 
when taken out In the bright snow 
light. Don't thraah the horae if he 
steps on the tongue when you hitch 
htm up. He can't see for a while. 

Have plenty of light and have it 
back of your horses. 

Keep the floors free from holes. 

Clean the damp, muaty hayseed and 
weed stalks out of the 
frequently.

Should Be Chosen in the Field tV 
Husked From the 8hook— Keep 
Free From Rodents. 

Seed corn should he selected in the 
field aa the corn la being busked from 
the shock. Expert growers make the 
selection by going through the beat 
part of the field, picking out the best 
medium-Bleed, well-tipped -out, small- 
cobbed, early-maturing ears, where 
two grow on a stalk, and tying a red 
string around them near the tip. 
Thee* ears win be found In the husk- 
ing and should be kept separate. By 
this method any careful farmer can 
hare In a few years a productive va- 
riety of corn of standard excellence. 
Do not select simply big ears. If the 
variety of corn la good, the medium- 
sized eara will give the best results. 
Spread the seed corn out on the top 
floor of barn or granary, where the 
corn will keep dry and sound and be 
free from rats and mice. 

The corn should not be shelled un- 
til near the season for planting. 

Seedmen and careful truckers grow 
each variety of sweet corn In aeparate 
plota of ground so the pollen will not 
mix. Good land is chosen and care- 
ful culture given; when the grain la 
hard the field Is topped and bladed 
and the eara allowed to hang on the 
stalks until the latter part of October 
to become thoroughly dry. The eara 
are then gathered, husked and placed 
in slatted boxes In the crib, fully ex- 
poaed to the air. Small lota may be 
strung on wire and hung up In the 
granary. In nearly every neighbor- 
hood there la a demand in spring for 
well-selected seed corn. 



Alfalfa In Ohio. 

Alfalfa aa a farm crop in Ohio has 
risen during recent years from a posi- 
tion of doubtful adaptation to one of 
recognised value; though its 
Hon is by no means as 
its merits would warrant 

In order to obtain more definite 
knowledge respecting the actual ex- 
perience of farmers with alfalfa, the 
Ohla experiment station, at Wooater, 
has made a state-wide surrey of this 
crop, and the information thus ob- 
tained has been brought together In 
circular 118, and which describes the 
practice of fanners In all parts of 
the state who are 
tag alfalfa. 



Should Not Neglect Colt. 

The farmer owning 40 acres or more 
of land, who does not ralee at least 
one colt a year Is not doing his best 
The mare will do moat kinds of farm 
work and raise her colt without much 
loss of time. If the colt Is properly 
handled from the beginning It will 
not give much trouble. Never allow 
it to run after its mother when she 
la working 

Thla worries and frets the mare, 
and It wears out the colt. Keep It at 
the barn, loose In the boxatall. and 
tempt it with a little clover hay and

It took 
but a few minutes to arrive at a ver- 
dict, and Jones was fined $25 and ten 
days in jail for carrying concealed a 
deadly weapon. 

The case of Johnson, alias "Lemon 
Trice," as first printed, read some- 
what like a Wild West storyette, and 
was as follows: 

As Mr. Parker started on his way. 
the negro accosted him and demand- 
ed a ride. Oo being refused, be cov- 
ered Mr. Parker with a revolver. 
The young man struck the negro a 
stinging blow in tbe face, and before 
Trice could use bis pistol, Messrs. 
Queries and White, hearing the trou- 
ble, ran back to tbe buggy and seized 
him. Trice was tied securely with a 
hitch rein, brought to the city and 
turned over to Jailer Mullins. 

But somehow at the crucial mo- 
ment in the trial of the "Man With 
a Double Name" the brave men who 
captured him and delivered bun to 
the authorities couldn't (or didn't) 
do their part in making good the 
charge, and a splendid film for show- 
ing up a bold highwayman right here 
at home was lost to the picture show 
hibitues.
